United States specialists in Communist 


affairs believe the Chinese Reds have 
tipped their hand and revealed the main 
reason for the violent rift with Soviet Rus- 
sia. The prime cause was the cancellation 
by Russia in 1959 of aid to China in devel- 
oping a nuclear capacity. 


The latest attack Peiping has levelled at 


Moscow revealed that Russia was cautious- 
ly generous to China on nuclear assistance 
starting in 1957. The next year the Soviets 
installed an atomic reactor near Peiping 
capable of producing plutonium fuel for 
bombs and gave them some enriched uran- 
ium to start the reactor. 


But the scope of the Russian aid did 


not satisfy the Chinese in their aspirations 
for rapid development of nuclear weapons. 
And this started the argument with Mos- 
cow. When the Russians abrogated the aid 
agreement in 1959. it produced the com- 
plete rift which came out into the open 
finally this year. 


The Soviet Union never turned over 


•ny nuclear weapons to China nor sta- 
tioned any of its own nuclear warheads on 


Chinese territory. 


The Chinese are still operating the re-
